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GETTING CLOSE TO HOME. 
Roscoe Conklin Patterson of Spring­ 
field, candidate for the republican ; 
nomination for congress from this dis­ 
trict, is not in accord with “Jake” Bab- 
ler, the national committeeman as to 
the purpose of the thousand dollars ■ 
that the latter gave him some time 
ago. Babler claimed before the senate 
investigating committee that he gave 
the money for the purpose of influenc-1 
ing sentiment in favor of Lowden for 
the presidency, and that it was part 
of the fund that Lowden’s managers 
sent into Missouri with that object. 
Patterson, on the other hand, insists 
that' the money was a personal gift 
from Babler to him to aid him in his 
campaign for the congressional nom­ 
ination, and was made in accordance 
with a promise or intimation made 
several years ago. Further than that, 
Patterson alleges that the money was 
given him before the date on which 
Babler received his first remittance 
from the Lowden managers. 
Of course outsiders are not suppos­ 
ed to interfere in this family quarrel, 
but it does look as if the disclosures 
brought about by this investigation 
are going to disrupt the hitherto hap­ 
py relations that have existed between 
the “big bosses” of the party in Mis­ 
souri and the lesser lights in the var­ 
ious districts, and that the breach that 
has been made between them will 
have some considerable effect on the 
November election, to say nothing of 
its influence on the results of the pri­ 
maries. 
Various complications are bound to 
follow. 
With Patterson challenging 
the truth of his statements Babler will 
not be as enthusiastic as he was for 
the former’s nomination for congress 
and, we can not but expect that Pat­ 
terson, after Babler’s statement that 
the money was Lowden money and 
was to be used for the Lowden cam­ 
paign, can not with self respect retain 
it and use it for his own political ad­ 
vancement.

Harry D. frueauff, formerly gen 
eral manager of the City Light and 
Traction company in Sedalia. now 
in charge of oil sales of subsldaries 
of the Cities Service Co.. a Henry 
L. Doherty organization, says 
the 
I nited States dominates the world 
in the oil industry. 
This statement was made in a 
special article by Mr. Frueauff 
in 
Forbes magazine, published in New 
^ ork City, where Mr. Frueauff has 
headquarters . 
Mr. Frueauff since leaving Se­ 
daba lias become a leader in the 
oil industry. 
A short time ago he 
returned trom England, 
France, 
Belgium and other parts of Europe 
where he made a careful stud\ oi 
oil conditions and development. 
In his article he says; 
from oil wells within the boun 
daiies of the United States there 
is right now’ tlowing two thirds oi 
the oil production oi the 
w hole 
world. 
The United States is the 
largest exporter of oil products. We 
supplied eighty per cent oi th«- al­ 
lies needs during the war,’ when oil 
lor motor transports, for airplaines. 
and lor the navies that guarded tlie 
commerce lanes ol the world was 
an absoulte perequisite to victory. 
The oil producing, reiining and 
seilng indutry of the United States 
today dominates the entire world.” 
"That is where we stand now\ 
and there is nothing in 
the 
out 
look to indicate thai we will not 
maintain our lead." 
“English companies 
are 
right 
now buying the major portion of 
their supplies from 
the 
United 
States. 
They have been doing so 
tor years, and I do not believe that 
anybody connected with the big oil 
companies think for a moment that 
they will not continue to do so for 
some time, irrespective 
ol 
their 
boast of “backing us off the map" 
in ten years. I believe that any new* 
production that the British 
com 
panies may have in mind will be 
absorbed by new developments in 
the use of oil the world over. The 
number oi automobiles is constant­ 
ly increasing, and trucks and trac 
tors are coming into wider use in 
all countries. 
The conversion of 
old ship to oil burning, and 
the 
building oi new oil burning, ocean 
going v> ssesls is proceeding rapid­ 
ly. so that oil-bunkering stations 
are coming to be set up in all the 
important ports of the world." 
Mr. Frueauff 
expressed 
confi­ 
dence in the future of the oil in 
dustrv in the United States. 
This confidence, he states, 
is 
based on American companies build 
ing tankers as fast as they can get 
the capital and find shipyards to 
turn them out. “Would they do this 
it they thought tor a moment that 
in ten years t h e y would have no 
oil for their ileets ío carry because 
the British would have the 
oil 
lands ol the world sewed up in a 
bag?*’ he queries. 
In his article he gives the oil 
production within the United States 
and taking info account the Mexi 
can holding of Americans at. 400. 
000,000 ba riels annually, as com par 
ed with 200,000.000 barrete for the 
rest of the world.
